STKffAR? SHOWS IIS TEETH 


Terms Committeemen as "Cow 


ante" and a "Pack of Ingrates" 
for Refusing to Stoop to Con- 
temptible Jobbery. 


(Special to the JOURNAL ] 


CABSONCITY, Jan. 12.—TbeNewlands' 


forces scored tbe first victory in the 
Senatojlal fight to-day. Wallace, the 
railroad lobbyist, and Stewart bad 
planned a job to secure control ot the 
State Central committee and depose 
W. E. Sharon, who is chairman of the 
State Central committee of the Silver 
party, and the friend and manager of 
Newlands. To secure thin action, a 
call was issued for a meeting of tbe 
State Central committee to meet at 
Carson to-day. 


Wallace bad secured proxies through- 


out tbe State for the meeting and sup- 
posed be bad absolute control. While 
the call for the meeting was ostensibly 
for tbe purpose of discussing the Gov- 
ernorship contest, the real purpose 
was to read Sharon out of tbe party. 
Toe Wallace-Stewart crowd offered a 
resolution to the effect that W, £. 
Sharon, tbe chairman of the State 
Central committee, be deposed, because

M. Stewart for tbe United States Sen- 
ate, Tbe committee consists of fifty- 
one members. There were only fifteen 
genuine members ot this committee 
preaout, the rest being proxies and 
proxy holders. Too frieuds of Sharon 
made a vigorous protest end Sharon 
hi-nself made a statement and showed 
that Wallace and tbe railroad were the 
real enemies of tbe Silver party, and 
tbat the very men who wero putting 
np the job were tbe men who in two 
years proposed to turn tbe Sliver party 
adrift and destroy it. 


"If," said Mr. Sharon, "I am to be de- 


posed and read out of the party on the 
grounds of treachery because I oppose 
Stewart, why should you not read 
Stewart out of the party because he 
opposed and played treacherously with 
Newlands in the late campaign?" 


The committee were disposed to take 


no action w the matter and finally post- 
poned action for a week, under a new 
call, which will state the purpose of the 
meeting and prevent a proxy meeting. 


The first skirmish has resulted in a 


Newlands' victory and Wallace ia dis- 
gruntled at tbe failure of bis plans. 


Eacent developments show tbat both 


Stew«rt and Wallace secretly planned 
the defeat of Newlands by securing tbe 
nomination of a Republican with tbe 
promise of railroad support. Failing in 
this, they tried to elect a Populist, 
whom they supplied witb campaign 
material and funds. 


Wallace and Stewart are making a 


vigorous fight but will lose the organiz- 
ation of tbe legislature. In at inter- 
view with Senator Stewart, he de- 
nounced the committee as "damned 
cowarde," and said they were a pack of 
ingrates. Tbe failure of bis plan to 
depose Sharon and condemn Newlands 
has created great disappointment. Tbe 
true position of tbe Stewart fighters Is 
being found out and the incoming 
members of tbe legislature are resent- 
ing strongly snob radical action as 
reading out of their party such men as 
Sharon, who was one of the first Sil- 
ver men in tbe Slate. 


The fact that Wallace has been plan- 


ning this ooop for weeks and has sig- 
nally failed at tbe critical moment is 
considered significant as indicating 
the weakness of Stewart. The com- 
mittee was •nppoaed to be packed for a 
series ot resolutions but tbe failure to 
oust Sharon discnnserted it so tbat 
they abandoned any further attempt 
to carry out their plans. 


The railroad forces have claimed all 


along tbat Col Jack Chinn bad been 
sent here as representative of the Na- 
tional Democratic committee. The 
local Democratic organization resented 
this interference on tbe part ot 
the National organization, as their 
Slate platform condemned Stewart in 
no temperate language. So they wired 
Chairman J. E. Jones for an explana- 
tion, lie replied at once tbat Chinn 
was not sent here by tbe Democratic 
party and in no way represented them 
and all statements to the contrary were 
absolutely false.

STATK CENTRAL COMMIT I KK. 


Governor Sadler Assured the Loyal Sap- 


port of the Committee In Bis Content. 


[ JOUBHAL Carson Correipondent.) 


The Silver Party State Central Com- 


mittee met at Carson yesterday after- 
noon. There was a fair attendance ot 
members of the Committee, in fact the 
several counties in the State were rep- 
resented by committeemen, but repre- 
sentation by proxy made np the 
greater portion of the attendance. The 
call for the meeting was made to con- 
sider ways and means in aiding Gover- 
nor Sadler to contest bis rights as 
Governor elect, and also to consider 
possible contests of the legislative 
seats. 


W. E. Sharon, Chairman, {called the 


meeting to order and after the pre- 
liminaries of opening were concluded, 
Governor Sadler was called upon to 
state the situation regarding bis con- 
test. He presented bis case fully and 
made a rousing silver speech, claiming 
the moral support of his party on the 
grounds of his loyalty and earnest 
work during the campaign. Others 
present testified to the Governor's good 
work and the Governor finally ratified 
ay motion the appointment of a com* 
mittee, consisting of one from each 
ounty to aid the Governor in every 
way possible and he was also assured 
the support of the Committee.
